SECTION  I 
SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


1.  Climatology 

The  rainfall  recorded  in  the  Urban  District  was  26, 'JO  inches,  as  compared 
with  29.11  inches  recorded  in  19^9 • 

The  heaviest  rainfall,  as  recorded  at  the  Highsted  Waterworks,  was  1,44 
inches  on  14th  September,  1970. 

The  wettest  month  was  November  when  the  rainfall  recorded  at  Highsted 
Waterworks  was  5.74  inches. 

Fog  occurred  on  21  occasions  as  compared  with  25  occasions  in  the  previous 

Year, 

During  the  Year,  there  were  15  falls  of  Snow  locally  (l  in  January;  5  in 
February,  2  in  March,  2  in  April  and  5  in  December), 

Temperatures  dropped  below  freezing  point  on  43  occasions  (7  in  January; 

10  in  February;  12  in  March;  4  in  April;  2  in  Novanber  and  8  in  December)  as 
compared  with  47  occasions  in  the  previous  Year. 

The  hottest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  8th  July  when  a  temperature  of  88°F. 
was  recorded. 

Q  The  coldest  day  of  the  Year  was  the  7th  January  when  a  temperature  of 
21  F.  was  recorded. 

Monthly  rainfall  readings  recorded  at  Highated  Waterworks  over  the  past 
six  Years  are  shown  in  Appendix  "A**,  and  Appendix  ’’B”  shows  the  monthly  maximum 
and  minimum  temperatures  recorded  at  Johnson  House  Gardens  for  the  Years  1967? 

1968,  1969  and  1970.

(b)  Birth  Rate 

The  crude  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  21,9  in  1970  as  against 
20,8  in  1969 •  Figures  for  the  Years  from  1951  to  date  will  be  seen  upon  reference 
to  the  details  contained  in  Table  III. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  is  25.2  as  compared  with  I6.O  per  thousand  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

(c)  Still-Births 

6  Still-Births  occurred  during  the  Year.  This  compares  with  5  in  1969. 

The  Still-Birth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  Still-Births  was  9  as  compared 
with  15  per  thousand  for  England  and  Vales  as  a  whole. 

There  were  no  illegitimate  Still-Births  during  the  Year.

Figures  for  previous  Years  back  to  1951  may  be  seen  upon  reference  to  the 
details  contained  in  Table  III. 

Of  the  365  Deaths  assigned  to  Sittingboume  during  1970,  a  total  of  114 
occurred  in  Milton  Hospital,  but  only  57  of  these  were  actually  persons 
previously  resident  in  the  Urban  District, 

The  average  age  of  death  was  72.6  being  70.4  for  males  and  75.0  for  females. 
The  oldest  death  was  a  female  aged  98  years.  The  average  age  of  death  during 
1969  was  70.6,  being  68.3  for  males  and  75.1  for  females.

3.  Infantile  Mortality 

(a)  5  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  Year  of  age  were  recorded  during  the 
Year  xander  review,  as  compared  with  8  deaths  in  196$, 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Year  was  7  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  rate  for  1969  was  13  per  thousand.  The  rates  for  previous  Years  may  be  seen 
upon  reference  to  Table  III. 

All  the  5  deaths  recorded  were  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age,  resulting 
in  a  Neo-Natal  mortality  rate  of  7  per  thousand  live  births  as  compared  with 
that  for  Ehgland  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  12  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  16  per  thousand  total  live  and  still¬ 
births,  as  compared  with  23  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

SECTION  III 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

THEIR  PEEVALENCE  AND  CONTROL 


1,  Notifiable  Diseases  -  Incidence 

During  the  Year,  the  Department  received  26?  notifications  of  cases  of 
notifiable  diseases,  cib  occurring  in  the  Urbeji  District.  The  figures  for  the 
past  ten  Years  are  detailed  in  Table  VIII. 

The  incidence  of  these  notified  cases  in  each  Quarter  of  the  Year  was  as 
follows 

1st  Quarter  -  8;  2nd  Quarter  -  59;  3rd  Quarter  -  189;  4th  Quarter  -  51» 

The  main  cause  of  notification  was  again  Measles ,  there  being  223  cases 
occurring. 

Regarding  the  cases  of  Measles  notified,  94  were  Children  under  School 
Age,  26  were  School  Children  and  three  cases  were  adults,  all  females,  aged 
22,  26  and  29  years  respectively, 

30  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  as  compared  with  4  cases  in  the 
previous  Year,  and  I4  cases  in  196?.  Of  these  50  cases  3  were  Children  under 
School  Age  and  27  were  School  Children, 

The  2  cases  of  VTiooping  Cough  notified  were  both  School  Children  aged  6 
and  8  years  respecti-vely. 

The  2  cases  of  Dysentery  notified  were  a  Child  aged  4  years  and  an  Adult, 
a  male,  aged  40  years.  The  Child  of  4  years  was  admitted  to  Queen  Mary's 
Hospital,  Carshalton, 

The  3  cases  of  Infective  Jaxandice  notified  during  the  Year  were  all 
School  Children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  7  years. 

The  two  cases  of  Meningitis  notified  were  a  Schoolboy  aged  I4  years  and  a 
Child  lander  School  Age,  Both  these  cases  were  admitted  to  All  Saints  Hospital, 
Chatham, 

The  single  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified  during  the  Year  was  a  female 
aged  46  years.  This  person  was  admitted  to  Joyce  Green  Hospital,  Dartford, 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  Year, 

Details  of  the  4  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  are  shown  in 
Tables  VT  and  IX,

Mass  Radiography  Service 

Units  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  of  the  South-East  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  from  Oakwood  Hospital,  Maidstone,  visited  the  Sittingboiime  Area 
during  October  and  November,  1970,  when  1,169  Films  were  taken,  being  771  Males 
and  598  Females, 

A  Programme  was  formulated  during  the  Year  whereby  a  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  would 
visit  the  Urban  District  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesday  of  each  Month  from  5-4  p.m,, 
and  would  be  stationed  in  the  Council's  Car  Park  off  the  Avenue  of  Remembrance, 

This  Programme  commenced  on  Wednesday,  14th  October,  1970,  As  a  result  a  total 
number  of  888  Films  were  taken  by  the  end  of  the  Year,  being  248  Males  and  64O 
Females.  It  is  understood  that  this  Programme  will  continue  until  the  end  of 
September,  1971 >  when  the  position  will  be  reviewed. 

Care  Committee  for  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Diseases 


This  Care  Committee,  covering  Sittin^oume,  Milton  and  District,  assisted 
21  Cases  during  the  Year,  by  the  provision  of  Bedding,  Clothing,  Fuel  and  Heating, 
Payment  of  Fares  for  visiting  Patients  in  Hospital,  Christmas  Extras  and  Holidays. 
The  sum  of  £110  was  expended  in  providing  these  needs, 

6  new  Cases  were  referred  to  the  Committee  during  the  Year  through  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  Keycol  Hospital,  of  which  3  were  non-Tuberculous ,  At  the  end  of 
the  Year  there  were  54  Cases  on  the  Committee’s  Current  Register  -  7  oY  these 
being  non-Tuberculous,

5.  Old  People *s  Welfare 

I  am  again  indebted  to  County  Councillor  llics,  J,  Noble  for 
supplying  the  following  most  interesting  information  concerning  the 
activities  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  of  which  she  is 
Chairman,  during  the  Year  under  review.  These  facts  show  that  this 
is  a  very  live  Committee,  carrying  out  much  good  work  for  the  benefit 
of  our  local  Senior  Citizens. 

(a)  Night  Sitting  Service  -  20  Cases  were  helped  during  the  Year 
and  these  involved  well  over  100  calls  being  made.  To  keep  this  very 
important  Servicae  running  efficiently  more  Night-Sitters  must  be 
recruited, 

(b)  Visiting  Service  -  66  Visitors  helped  during  the  Year  in  this 
particular  Service,  doing  much  valuable  work  in  keeping  happy  and  seeing 
to  the  needs  of  so  many  people  who  live  alone  or  are  housebound  due  to 
arthritis  or  similar  dread  diseases,  599  elderly  people  were  on  the 
books  of  the  Committee  during  the  Year  and  59  of  these  have  operational 
Red  Lamps. 

The  Committee  is  extremely  grateful  to  Mrs,  Bay ley  for  acting  as 
Organiser,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  St,  John  Ambulance  Nursing  Sisters 
for  continuing  to  give  aid  by  way  of  nail  cutting,  hair  shampooing, 
bathing  etc  when  requested,  Vfe  are  also  very  grateful  for  the  continued 
interest  and  support  of  many  Boys  and  Girls  at  several  local  Schools,  who 
have  assisted  in  the  visiting  duties  and  by  oariying  out  such  tasks  as 
gardening, 

(c)  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  -  Mrs.  Ashby  very  kindly  carried  on  the 
organisation  of  this  Section.  A  total  number  of  4»518  Meals  were  served 
during  the  Year,  The  Meals  are  delivered  twice  a  week  and  it  is  proposed 
that  a  third  round  be  instituted  early  in  1971*  Our  thanks  are  due  to 
Miss  Roberts,  Headmistress  of  the  County  Grammar  School  for  Girls,  and 
the  Canteen  Staff  of  the  School  for  helping  with  the  meals;  and  to  the 
Canteen  Staff  at  the  Export  Packing  Service  for  providing  meals  during 
the  School  Holidays,  The  Committee  is  also  very  grateful  to  the  many 
drivers  and  helpers,  without  whose  assistance  the  delivery  of  these 
meals  and  the  continuance  of  this  Service  would  not  have  been  possible, 

(d)  Ann^l_Part^  -  The  Annual  Party  for  the  House-Bound  Senior 
Citizens  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  instead  of  outdoors.  This  was  to 
make  certain  the  weather  could  not  interfere  with  the  holding  of  the 
Party,  It  was  just  as  well  such  arrangements  had  been  made,  as  the 
rain  came  just  at  the  Guests  arrived. 
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(e)  The  Luncheon  Centre  -  The  Luncheon  Centre  continued  to 
function  very  successfully  during  the  Year  at  the  Wesley  Hall,  each 
Monday  except  for  Bank  Holidays.  1,597  Meals  were  served  and  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  the  Senior  Citizens  attending.  The  success  of  this  Service 
was  due  to  the  many  Helpers  who  attended  regularly  to  cook  and  serve 

the  Meals  -  particularly  Mrs.  Sampson,  Mrs.  Gouge,  Mrs,  Williams  and 
Mrs.  Bolton;  to  Mr,  A. Leslie  and  the  Reverend  H.Williams  for  their 
help  generally;  and  to  the  efforts  of  our  Secretary,  Mrs,  A.Bishop,  who 
has  continued  to  give  so  much  of  her  time  in  connection  with  this 
Service. 

(f)  Accommodation  and  Clubs  -  Ife  are  fortunate  to  have  the  Old 
People's  Clubs  in  the  District,  which  provide  such  excellent  facilities 
and  entertainment  for  our  Senior  Citizens,  and  the  accommodation 
provided  by  the  Local  Authority  for  our  Old  People  is  excellent  and 
ever  expanding  to  meet  future  needs. 

(g)  Conclusion  -  The  work  of  the  Welfare  Committee  could  not 
have  continued  during  the  Year  without  such  first-class  organisation 
and  for  this  we  sincerely  thank  our  appointed  Honorary  Officers  in 
each  Section.  Our  sincere  and  most  grateful  thanks  are  also  due  to 
Mrs.  A.Bishop  and  Miss  Goldup  for  carrying  out  the  onerous  duties  of 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  respectively.  Mr.  N.P, Bowen  has  also  once 
again  kindly  audited  our  accounts  and  we  are  grateful  to  him  for 
carrying  out  this  most  necessary  and  important  work. 
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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCmSTANCSS  OF  TEE  AREA 


1 .  Water  Surply 

All  the  dwellings  (10,260)  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  from 
the  public  water  mains  of  the  Medway  Water  Board. 

The  supply  has,  during  the  Year  •under  review,  been  adequate  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Thirty-one  samples  of  water  (11  from  the  public  supply  and  20  from 
private  supplies)  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
results  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated  that  these 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

2,  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  Yeax,  extensions  to  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  were 
carried  out  to  serve  new  housing  development  within  the  Area. 

The  works  of  improvement  to  the  sewage  works  commenced  on  the 
24th  August,  1970  and  are  proceeding  according  to  the  programme. 

The  annual  treatment  against  Rodents  in  the  Council's  sewerage  system 
was  carried  out  during  the  period  from  27th  April  to  19th  May,  1970. 

A  10  per  cent  test-baiting  wa.s  carried  out  when  92  manholes  were  treated 
and  8  'Takes'  were  recorded.  In  the  main  trea-tment  a  tota.l  of  I04 
manholes  v/ere  treated,  when  1  Complete  and  7  Partial  'Takes'  were 
recorded.  The  results  obtained  indicated  tha,t  the  incidence  of 
infestation  in  the  Town's  sewerage  system  renaihed  low  and  the  position' 
could  be  considered  quite  satisfactory. 

5.  Scavenging 

The  administration  of  the  Council's  refuse  collection  and  disposa.l 
service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's  site 
at  Milton. 

The  programme  of  conversion  to  Paper  Sack  Holders  was  continued  during 
the  Year  when  a  total  number  of  2,045  Standing  Holders  were  supplied 
to  Householders. 

6,400  premises  ha,ve  now  been  changed  to  the  Paper  Sack  System. 
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4.  School  Sanitation 

Inspections  at  schools  generally  confirmed  invariable  high  standard 
which  is  maintained,  particularly  so  far  as  kitchen  hygiene  is 
concerned, 

5.  Public  Conveniences 

As  in  many  other  towns,  malicious  damage  to  public  conveniences 
continues.  Thus  the  quality  of  the  service  provided  suffers  and 
inconvenience  is  caused  to  users. 

No  charges  are  made  for  the  use  of  public  conveniences, 

6.  Swimming  Baths 

(a)  Public  Swimming  Baths 

12  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exainination. 
The  reports  received  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated  tliat 
satisfactory  standards  of  purity  were  mainta^ined. 

The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  pool  during  the  Year  was 
85 >540  as  compared  with  85,593  in  1989* 

(b)  School  Swimming  Baths 

6  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  small  open-air  swimming  baths  a,t 
two  Schools  situated  in  the  Urban  District,  were  submitted  for  bacteriO' 
logical  examination. 

The  results  indicated  that  the  water  at  each  School  was  maintained 
in  a  generally  satisfactory  condition. 
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7.  Mortuary  Accommodation 

The  Mortuary  facilities  used  by  the  Council  accommodated  53  bodies  during 
the  Year.

1,  Milk  Supply 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Regulations,  this  Authority  is 
responsible  for  registering  all  Retailers  within  the  Urban  District  as 
Distribitors  of  Milk.  The  nmber  of  Retailers  registered  is  -  65. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
Licences  for  the  Sale  of  designa.ted  Milks  and  these  Licences  are  valid  for  five 
years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

Examination  of  Milk  Supplies 

(i)  46  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  or  other 
prescribed  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Maidstone.  The  bulk  of 
the  supply  is  in  the  hands  of  two  or  three  main  suppliers  and  it  seems 
unnecessary  to  duplicate  samples  from  different  purveyors  obtaining  their 
supplies  from  the  same  source.

Housing  Act,  1961,  Housing  Act,  19^4  and  Housing  Act,  1969) 

During  the  Year,  41  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Discretionary 
Improvement  Schemes,  were  submitted  to  the  Cotuicil.  These  were  all  approved. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  these  approved  applications  amounted 
to  £38,158  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £19,064. 

There  were  41  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  1  of  these 
was  in  respect  of  an  application  received  during  the  Year  I968,  and  18  of  these 
were  in  respect  of  applications  received  during  the  Year  1969* 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Coioncil  has  received  and  approved  459 
applications.  Of  these,  393  were  completed  by  31st  December,  1970.  In  addition, 
15  applications  have  been  cancelled  at  the  applicants'  request, 

(d)  Standard  Improvement  Grants  - 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959 

(as  amended  by  the  Housing  Act,  I96I,  Housing  Act,  I964  and 
Housing  Act,  I969) 

During  the  Year,  27  applications  for  Grants  in  connection  with  Standard 
Improvement  Schemes  were  submitted  to  the  Council.  All  of  these  were  approved. 

There  were  28  Completion  Certificates  issued  during  the  Year  and  9  of  these 
were  in  respect  of  applications  received  and  approved  during  1969» 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force,  the  Council  has  received  and  approved  208 
applications  and  192  of  these  were  completed  by  31st  December,  1970.  In  addition, 
6  applications  have  been  cancelled  at  the  applicants'  request. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  involved  in  the  192  completed  applications 
amo\inted  to  £38,463  and  the  total  of  the  Grants  allowed  was  £17,871.

No  applications  were  received  during  the  Year, 
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(f)  Details  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants,  both 
Discretionary  and  Standard,  are  shown  in  Tables  XVII  and  XVIII, 

(g)  Housing  Acts,  1957  and  1964  (improvements  to  Council  Houses) 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts,  a  total  of  255  Council  Houses  had 
been  improved  and  modernised  up  to  the  5^1  st  December,  1970, 

(h)  Progress  of  Five-Year’s  Slim  CJearance  Prograjnme 

During  the  Year,  5  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  by  way  of  Under¬ 
takings,  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders,  The  Eastbourne  Street  Area 
comprising  68  houses  was  represented  in  January,  1970, 

A  summary  of  Houses  dealt  with  in  Slum  Clearance  Programmes  during 
the  period  from  1945  to  1970  inclusive  is  shown  in  Appendix  "H", 

(i)  Rehousing  -  Removal  Expenses 

In  connection  with  the  Council's  Sliom  Clearance  Programme,  11  cases 
upon  being  rehoused  applied  for  their  removal  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the 
Council,  the  total  cost  involved  being  £67.25. 

Under  the  Authority  of  Council  Minute  Ho.  507(5)  dated  October,  1959> 
these  applications  were  pa-id  by  the  Council.

THE  OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PRMISES  ACT,  1963 


(a)  Registration  and  Inspection 

The  total  number  of  Premises  on  the  Register  at  31st  December,  1970 »  was 
311.  This  figure  compares  with  307  at  the  end  of  the  previous  Year. 

23  registrations  were  cancelled  during  the  Year  and  Table  I  below  details 
the  classification  of  the  Premises  concerned,  together  with  the  reasons  for 
cancellation. 

30  general  Inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  Year;  the  same  number  as

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(c)  Accidents 


A  Notification  (Form  0SR,2)  was  received  in  respect  of  one  accident,  which 
occurred  in  a  Provision  Merchant's  Shop  registered  under  the  Act.  The  accident 
was  recorded  in  the  2nd  Quarter  of  the  Year, 

Details  of  the  accident  are  as  follows 

The  person  concerned  was  a  Male,  aged  55  years,  employed  as  a  Trainee 
Manager. 

This  Man  dropped  a  case  of  Dog  Food,  weighing  24  lbs.,  on  his  left  foot 
whilst  he  was  engaged  in  unloading  duties  from  a  delivery  van.  This  caused  an 
injury  to  the  instep. 

Owing  to  the  long  delay  in  reporting  the  accident  (occurred  on  the  25rd 
February,  1970  and  report  form  received  on  14th  April,  1970)  and  the  fact  that 
the  person  was  no  longer  employed  by  the  Firm,  no  further  action  was  taken. 

The  attention  of  the  Finn  was  drawn  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  which 
require  that  Notices  of  Accidents  be  made  forthwith  to  the  enforcing  Authority, 
In  this  case  the  delay  was  7  weeks  and  the  Firm  was  asked  to  ensure  that  in  all 
future  cases  of  accidents  occurring,  Foims  0SR,2  are  immediately  submitted  in 
accordance  with  the  Terms  of  the  Act, 

4,  Prosecutions 


It  was  again  found  unnecessary  for  the  Coimcil  to  take  any  action  by  way  of 
prosecution  during  the  Year,

MISCELLANEOUS 

1 .  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  50 ) 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

The  Department  was  called  upon  to  deal  with  1  Case  during  the  Year. 

In  this  case  application  was  made  in  respect  of  the  interment  of 
a  Female,  aged  69  years,  by  her  Son  for  assistpr.ee  in  meeting  the  expenses 
of  the  funeral.  The  Son  was  unable  to  meet  such  expenses. 

At  the  end  of  the  Year,  the  Department  was  still  in  correspondence 
with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  regarding  a  Special 
Payment  towards  the  funeral  expenses  as  there  w?vS  no  Death  Grant  due  in 
this  Case. 

2,  Air  Pollution 


In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  firm  concerned  to  minimise  the  nuisance 
caused  from  the  emanation  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen  from  the  lagoon  at 
Grovehurst,  complaints  continued  to  be  received.  It  is  understood  that 
fxirther  remedial  steps  are  being  taken  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  these 
will  improve  the  position. 

A  local  cement  mill  and  a  local  brickvrorks  ceased  to  operate  during 
the  year  and  this  must  have  an  affect  on  the  purity  of  the  atmosphere. 

5,  The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 

1  complaint  was  received  during  the  Year. 

This  complaint  was  investigated  when  it  was  found  that  the  cause  was 
of  a  domestic  nature,  being  a  nuisance  from  a  noisy  radio. 

The  Department  was  able  to  deal  with  this  complaint  in  an  informal 
manner  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Complainant. 
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4,  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 

This  Act  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  April,  19^ 5 • 

The  Certificates  of  Registration  are  valid  for  a  period  of  three 
years  from  the  date  of  Registration, 

9  Certificates  of  Registration  were  issued  in  the  Urban  District 
during  I968  and  these  current  Certifica-tes  are  due  for  renewal  dirring 

1971. 

5,  The  Riding  Establishments  Act,  19^4 

There  are  no  Riding  Establishments  licensed  under  this  Act  situate 
within  the  Urban  District, 

6,  Home  Safety 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  met  on  2  occasions  during  the  Yea-r, 

The  main  accidents  in  the  Home  were  still  foiind  to  be  in  connection 
with  Cuts,  Falls,  BTims,  Scalds  and  Poisonings,  but  it  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  the  numbers  occuriing  were  not  as  many  as  in  the  previous 
Year, 


Patients  are  now  taJcen  for  treatment  to  the  Casualty  Department  at 
the  Medway  Hospital,  Gillingham,  The  changeover  from  St,  Ba-rtholomew’ s 
Hospital,  Rochester,  having  taJcen  place  during  the  Yean, 

A  Campaign  for  the  return  of  unused  drugs  and  medicines  was  carried 
out  during  the  period  between  13th  April  to  25th  April,  1970,  when  Local 
Chemists  received  and  disposed  of  items  which  were  handed  to  them  by  the 
general  Public,  Posters  and  leaflets  were  distributed  to  Chemists, 

Doctors,  as  well  as  being  placed  in  Clinics  and  throughout  Factories  in 
the  Urban  District, 

The  RoSPA  Campaign  on  Baby  Safety  was  supported  and  anrangements 
were  made  with  a  local  Firm  for  a  Shop  Window  display  combining  Baby 
Safety  with  Home  Safety  generally.  This  Campaign  was  during  the  period 
from  April  to  June,  1970,  Posters  and  literature  were  received  and 
widely  distributed. 

Approximately  50  houses  per  month  were  checked  by  Fire  Briga-de 
Personnel  during  the  Year,  It  has  been  established  that  most  of  the 
fires  in  private  houses  are  caused  by  either  negligence  or  bad  workmanship.
